Montenegrins Demand Surrender of 
Senta: Fierce Hand to- 
Hand Fighting. 


BALKAN STATES FORM LEAGUE 


BULLETIN. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

SOFIA, Oct. 25.—It is stated that 
Bulgarians have reached Maregeos, | 
three and one-half miles southwest. 
of Adrianople, and are bombarding 
the city, part of which is burning. 
The city is also being successfully 
bombarded from Chakidja, three and 
one-half miles to the north, and other 
positions. 


[BY CABLE TO THE C CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 25.—It is re- 
ported that a great battle has been fought 
at Kadikoi, northwest of Adrianople. Six- 
teen thousand Bulgarians are said to have 
been’ killed. The Turkish losses are admitted 
to have been severe. 

The Turks, according to the report, cap- 
tured a number of guns and many officersand 
men of the Bulgarian army. 

The date of the battle-is not given. 
Tramway service in Constantinople has 
been suspended and all the horses have been 
requisitioned for war purposes. 


Desperate Hand to Hand Fighting. 

Stories of desperate hand to hand fighting 
between the Bulgariane and the Turks are 
told in newspaper dispatches reaching here 
from Adrianople. Great losses were sus- 
tained by both armies in the battles around 
that city on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Bayonets were used freely in the fight for 
the possession of the banks of the Tundja 
river, and hundreds were killed or wounded. 

Eight battalions of Bulgarian troops that 
attacked the village of Maras yesterday 
were repulsed by the Turkish troops with 
heavy losses. 

The Turks have 150,000 of their finest troops 
On the line stretching from Kirk-Kilisseh to 
Adrianople, which latter city is garrisoned 
by 60,000 men. Still another 60,000 men guard 
the line from Adrianople back to Lule 
Burgas. 

Claim Servians Filed. 

On the other side of the peninsula Zekki 
Pasha with an army of 30,000 Turks is re- 
ported to have attacked the Servian army 
north of Kumanova just as a large force of 
Bulgarians was about to effect a juncture 
with it. 

The Servians found the four divisions of 
their troops broken up and fled in confusion 
back across the frontier, leaving a battery 
of artillery and a general's flag behind them. 
The Turks took many prisoners and found 
a large number of dead and wounded on the 
field. 

Zekki Pacha then turned his attention to 
the Bulgarians, whom he attacked and 
routed, driving them also back across the 
frontier with the loss of four of their field 
guns. 


Servians Forging South. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

SOFIA, Oct. 25.—It igs rumored that the 
Servians have captured Novrokood. If this 
is true it shows that the Servians are much 
farther south than had been supposed. ; 

Accounts of the fall of Kirk-Kilisseh re- 
ceived here say the Turks fought doggedly, 
repeatediy repulsing the Bulgarians, who, 
however, always returned to the charge. 
The Turkish losses were over 2,000 killed and 
2,000 made prisoners. 

It is now stated that it was Ahmed, a son 


of Mahmond Mukhtar Pasha, commander of 


the Turkish forces at Kirk-Kilisseh, and not 
@ son of Ghee! Mukhtar Pasha, the grand 
vizier, who was captured. 

The situation before Adftianople is un- 
changed. In the fighting at Yuruk the Turks 
are reported to have lost about 300 men killed 
and 000 taken prisoners, and, in addition, 
had taken from them three quick firing 
guns and twelve ammunition wagons. 

At Kirdchall, forty miles west of Mustapha 
Pasha, the Bbigariane seized a depot con- 
taining 1,000,000 cartridges, forty cases of 
shells, and large stores of food. 4

He has 
issued special] inétructions to the chief of 
police, and, in turn, Chief McWeeny hae sent 
an order to the commanding officers of every 
police station in the city, to see that the Bull 
Moosers are not interferee witn, and that all 
the protection necessary is afforded them.

Dr. Alexis Carrel Tells of Re- 
markable Experiments 


in Surgery. 


et — — 


New Fork. Oct. 25.—[Special.]—Having | 
kept alive for 104 days a heart removed from 
Its organism Dr. Alexis Carrel has now added 


a heart. stomach and kidneys from their case- 
ment of flesh to the vessels in his laboratory, 
where they are now living and performing 
their normal functions. 

This experiment is in progress in the Rocke- 
e| feller institute. None of the organs, of 
course, is that of a human being. \ 

Dr. Carrel told the story to an audience of 
physicians and surgeons, who sat amazed 
at the narrative. Ashe finished Prof. August 
Gaertner of the University of Jena, a guest, 
said? he considered himself most fortunate on 
the eve of sailing for home, in having heard 4 
of this extraordinary achievement from Dr. 
Carrel’s own lips. He believed it heralded 
the foundation of a new science, destined to 
solve some of the mystery of life and death. 


From Heart to Other Organs. 

Dr. Carre} spoke of the heart excitement, 
which was the first of importance involving 
the separation of a vital organ from its 
tissues for observation apart from its or- 
ganism. Prior to that use of the heart, Rie- 
neys had been transplanted in cats and al- 
together new things had been performed in 
bone grafting. 

Success with the heart, he sald, hed 
strengthened the view that the stomach, 
blood vessele, and other vital organs might 
be transferred from one body to another 
without disturbance of their normal fune- 
tions. Hence it wae a natural progression 
from the heart to the other organs With 
which the present experiment is in progress. 

All who engaged in the discussion spoke 
of the incréased possibilities of the study 
of disease through living tissues, and of the 
resultant benefits in medical practice, apart 
from the larger ende of surgery. 


Near Border of Unexplored. 

At one time the disctssion resolved into a 
dialogue, some asking questions or advanc- 
ing views to which Dr. Carrel replied. In his 
answers he said that formerly the problem 
of life and death was of philosophic interest 
only, but present experiments were leading 
to the borderd of an unexplored region, in 


calculable value to humanity. 

To make the study of living tissues profita- 
bie it was necessary, he said, to be able to 
cultivate them outside of the pody. From 
keeping fragments alive outside the body 
the next step, he said, is to cultivate the en- 
tire system of organs in this way. 

He called the organs now under experiment 
@ “ vieceral being.“ They were taken from 
animals. 

“The heart is beating,” he said, the 
stomach is digesting, the kidneys functioning 
as well as ever, While the body that con- 
tained therm is long since dead and die 
carded.”

Developments came yesterday in the case 
of the woman known as Rose Rossi. who, 
was lured in a taxleah and murdered in a 
lonely spot outside Bridgeport, Conn., that

The plot appears to have been concocted hee 
fore the crime dy men who went about the 
business in hand as coldly and deliberately 
as if they were making the preparations for 
a legal execution. The woman had divulged 
to the federal authorities the secrets of an 
Italian organization whose business was the 
traffic in women. She was tried by the chiefs 
of this organization and 2 sentenced 
to die. 


Call 8 dy Wire. 

Five executioners were summoned to the 
work by telegraph from several different 
cities. The man who actually did the deed 
came from Chicago. Inthe jailat Bridgeport 
he has given the name of Joe Bruno, but his 
photograph was identified in Chicago yester- 
day as that of Giusepp! Amato. 

Carl A. Waldron, attorney for the commit- 
tee of fifteen which has teen engaged in the 
prosecution of vice on the south side, assert- 
ed positively last night that the woman who 
was murdered at Bridgeport came from a 
resort at 106 West Twenty-first street. 

Three weeks ago this place was raided by 
federal agents under the leadership of Joseph 
Myers, one of the subordinates of Charles De 
Woody of the Chicago branch of the depart- 
ment of justice. The girls, nine in number, 
were taken to New York to be held as wit- 
nesses. 


Note of Appeal Sent Police. : 

A few days before this raid a man who had 
been in the resort at 106 West Twenty-first 
street is said to have carried a note written 
in Italian to the police. This note was trans- 
lated by Detective Paul F. Riccio of Assistant 
Chief of Police Schuettler's office. It proved 
to be an appeal to the authorities to rescue 
one of the women there from the place. It 
stated that unless she was rescued she would 
be murdered. It is said to have been signed 
Rose. Had this appeal been responded 
to it is possible the woman's life might have 
been saved. 
The records of Louls Quitman. secretary 
of the Chicago Protective League for Women, 
show that at the time of the federal raid on 
the Twenty-firet street place there was a 
Rose Rossi registered there. Quitman’s 
records show she came to Chicago about 
three months ago from Bridgeport, Conn. 
Her former place of residence was Boston. 
Before her descent into the underworld she 
had been a bookkeeper. All the facts tend 
strongly to show Rose Rossi is the woman 
who was killed at Bridgeport, and it tea 
fair inference it was Rose Rosl who wroté 
the appeal to the chief of police of Chicago 
to save her life. ?

Balkan States Form League. 

LONDON, Oct. 28.— According to the Out- 
Icok the League of Balkan States, a per- 
manent organization to exclude all external 
authority from the Balkan peninsula, has 
been formed.

The religious rivairies of Balkan Christians 
win be ended by uniting the orthodox 
churches of Greece, Bulgaria, Servia. and 
Montenegro, as in ancient times, under the 
patriarch of Constantinople, who is head 
of the Greek church. The churches will re- 
tain their national rituale and languages. 


Balkans for Balkan Peoples. 

The extension of Servia through Bosnia to 
the Adriatic sea will form a part of the 
acheme which Austria is expected strongly 
to resist, says the Outlook. The powers are 
negotiating actively in all the. European 
capitals concerning what policy to pursue 
when the time for the settlement of the war 
or for intervention arrives. 

The Outlook says the Balkan diplomats in 
London declare their object is the Balkans 
for the Baikan people, and in case of victory 
the demands which will be included in a note 
to Turkey will be their minimum require- 
ments. They will not sit in the ante-room 
while the powers allot the spoils nor will they 
accept any temporary patching up of near 
eastern problems.

Revision of the tariff and abolition of the 
trusts is of greater importance than human- 
itarianism, according to United States Sen- 
ator James A. 0 Gorman of New York, who 
delivered two speeches in Chicago last night. 
With Edward F. Dunne he addressed. Demo- 
cratic rallies in the Eighth and Thirtieth 
wards, 

“Many novel governmental proposals are 
now before the people,” said the New Yorker, 
„put if the government aid not allow the 
masses to be robbed for the enrichment of 
the few we would hear less of humanitarian 
and social justice platforms. Give the peo- 
ple their rights. and they will take care of 
| themselves. But the partnership between 

the government and privilege must cease. 
| Monopolies must be. destroyed, not licensed. 


People Versus “Interests.” 

“The question lu whether the people or the 
interests shall rule. Some believe the para- 
mount issue is the tariff; others believe it is 
the high cost of living; some think the great 
problem is the reguiation or suppression of 
the trusts, but they are all interlocked with 
one another; and in a large sense they con- 
stitute but a single issue. The tariff affects 
the high cost of living; the trusts depend 
upon the ability of the interests to control 
the government, and none of these problems 
can be solved unless the people do rule.“ 

The senator said that for many years there 
had been growing up in this country an in- 
visible government in which there developed 
a partnership between the Republican party 
and the beneficiaries of privilege. He 
charged that the tariff laws had been passed 
not for the benefit of the people but for the 
enrichment of friendly trusts and corpora- 
tions. Anti-monopoly laws, he said, had 
been enacted, but not seriously or rigidly 
enforced. 


Sees Wilson Victor in Forty States. 

The senator argued that the only hope for 
redress from the evils against which the peo- 
ple now cry out f the election of a Demo- 
cratic house, a Democratic senate, and a 
Democratic president. 

He contended that neither President Taft 
nor Col. Roosevelt could remedy existing 
evils, because, he said, neither can have a 
house or senate in sympathy with his poll- 
cies. He asserted the Democratic party is 
pledged to economy in public expenditures 
and a “return to the simplicity in govern- 
ment which prevailed during the long period 
of Democratic presidents.”

O’Gorman insisted that the contest for 
the presidency is over,“ and that the only 
question undecided is whether Taft or Roose- 
velt will run second.

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American Rivers. 
BY HERBERT CAXTON, 
HE results of five overland and river 
in Caspar Whitney's “ FLOW- 
ING ROAD,” by which refers to 
the Amazon and Orinoco riyers and to 
their larger tributaries. These trips em- 
braced “a continuous journey from Santa 


Isabel on the Rio Negro, th Brazil, to Ciudad 


Bolivar, on the Orinoco, in Venezuela; from 
San Fernando, on the Apure, to the head- 
Waters ahd return of the Orinoco, via the 
Atabapo and the Casiquaire; down the 
Portuguesa in Venesuela, the Apure, and 
the Orinoco, to its mouth: and on the Pa- 
rana, the Salado, and Feliciano rivers in 
Argentina.” The bulk of the book is taken 
up with his travele on the northern rivers. 
Starting from Manas, on the Rio Negro, 
near its junction with the Amagon, he pro- 
ceeded to Santa Isabel, in part by a small 
steamer crowded with freight and passen- 
gers. The latter were barefooted. A patr of 
stockings to a Brazilian woman of that class 


le what a tlara would be to the average New 


York woman, and there ts a certain garment 
for women the possession of which puts a 
Brazilian woman in the class of aristocracy. 
It will be seen that Mr. Whitney got close to 
the people. The greater part of his travel- 
ing was done in canoes, the native batalio, 
twenty to thirty feet long, rowed by a crew, 
or the uba, a dugout canoe. Few of the cars- 
men were really expert and rowing agdinst 
the stream wes hard work. The boat had 
constantly to be pushed away with poles 
from the multitude of rocks. The men were 
careless and often were swept overboard by 
branches from trees along the banks. In 
the most critical moments they would drop 
their oars to look at their toes, stung by ants 
or wasps, or to scratch themselves, a favorite 
occupation, 


— 

The Rio Negro, like the Amazon, is at times 
from five to twenty-five miles wide. More 
than sixty-five miles of cataracts were ne- 
gotiated. The ban were low, the dense 
foreete coming to the river edge. Myriads 
of insects, ferce waeps and ants, which bit 
like snakes, attached the party continuously. 
The crews only went as far as they knew 
the river, after which new-ones had to be 
engaged. This was no easy thing to do, and 
much emtreaty and bribes were necessary. 
The few natives in the sparse settlements 
were of course indolent, miserable beings. 


„too lauy almost to pick the frult which grew 


everywhere tn abundance, or to raise the little 
farina they eat. Brasil nuts, by the way, 
grow in clusters of twelve or more inside a 
cocoanut shell like globe, and when they are 
removed it is almost impossible to get more 
than two-thirds of them beck in. 

The birds Mr. Whitney heard are not great 
singers, the japin being one of the exceptions. 
More birds are seen inland than on the river. 
The trees are many of them magnificent 
sights, with great festoons of parasitic 
flowers and vines. But the forests are gloomy 
and lack the color of oriental trees. The 
pluma, a flerce guat and inch long ants and 
wasps made life a burden. There were beau- 
tifully colored butterflies as large as your 
hand The snakes seen were not numerous. 
Even the most intelligent natives knew little 
about the animals or plante of the forest.

Several places where stops were made had 
been proéperocus 
se vent 
and — 
visited by Humbolét, or 1861, when 
Russel Wallace was there, but now such 
houses as remain are almost all empty, end 
the inhabitants consist of a few miserable 
Indiane. 

At length Mr. Whitney reached the portage 
between the Amason and Orinoco and crossed 
the ten miles of land, walking with an Indian 
at night, sometimes in water to his waist. 
From Javita, at this place, he went down the 
Temi to the Atabapo, and so on to San Fer- 
nando and Maroa. The latter had been 
famous for its ship and canoe builders a hun- 
éred years ago. He was now at the junction 
of Brazil and Venesuele and near the fabled 
El Dorado, which is partly in those countries 
and partly in Colombia. It te said to be 
peopled with savages who slay all strangers, 
and outside Indians will not venture across 
the barrier. The erew refused to go with 
Whitney, but he found a Venezuelan Indian, 
an army Geserter, who took him, for §100, to 
the dreaded barrier and a little beyond, 
Leaving him there, Whitney, on foot and car- 
rying his arms only, pushedon. He saw first 
a single Indian fishing, and afterwards from 
a treetop observed a group of men and 
women. 

He did not think it worth wulle to make 
their closer acquaintance, and made his way 
back to his companion. The latter he found 


on thé point of stealing all Whitney’s money | 


and the canoe, leaving the explorer stranded. 
The latter had to knock the traitor senseless 
and then to sleep with the canoe across the 
river from the man every night for a week on 
the return trip.
